TOWN COUNCILLORS CONCERNED THAT PLAN FOR UNITARY AUTHORITIES HAS BEEN GIVEN GREEN LIGHT 


DORSET County Council’s reorganisation 
consultation on plans to reduce the number 
of local authorities in the county from nine 
to two has come under fire from Bridport 
town councillors, who have blasted it as 
rushed and un-democratic. 

The county council are asking for residents’ 
views on forming two unitary authorities in Dorset 
- there are currently three different options, vary¬ 
ing in size, on the table - or retaining all nine coun¬ 
cils as they are. 

It is thought that a two unitary council model 
would save £108million over the first six years, but 
the one-off transition costs to replace the existing 
nine councils with two unitary bodies would be 
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around £25million. 

Due to the fact that county councillors have al¬ 
ready resolved that they do not wish next May’s 


polls to take place, as they would be spending 
£800,000 on an election to an organisation that 
would not exist two years later, Bridport town 
councillors have questioned if a decision on the re¬ 
organisation has already been made. 

The county council would have to submit a re¬ 
quest for the election to be deferred to central gov¬ 


ernment by November 30th if this was the case. 

Cllr Kelvin Clayton said: “If they go ahead and 
make that request, they are making it before the 
nine councils agree on their approach and before

• WHAT has been the most challenging thing 
you have faced in your career? 

It's a bit embarrassing as it's linked to a "foot in 
mouth" moment that happened just after starting 
a new job working in a community for adults with 
autism. Before leaving for a trip out I was told never 
to say "no" to Charley. On arriving at the venue he 
got very agitated and unexpectedly began to 
scream and hit himself and of course the first word 
that flew out of my mouth was "no". 

Embarrassing - and extremely challenging - to get 
a very agitated - well built - young man back into 
the minibus while keeping him from hurting him¬ 
self. 


• TELL us a bit more about the sensory friendly 
weekends... 

Over the last year have been saddened to read sev¬ 
eral posts from parents on Facebook whose children 
have not been invited to parties so put a brief post 
up suggesting that it might be nice to organize 
something specifically for those children. 

That post got such a positive response that I felt I 
ought to go ahead and organise a weekend away 
for children whose sensory problems make it diffi¬ 
cult for them to cope in very crowded or noisy situ¬ 
ations. 

Am still just at the beginning of the process but as 
there seem to be several different age groups in¬ 
volved so am aiming to offer at least three week¬ 
ends in different places - for example holiday camps 
and somewhere that offers a quieter retreat so that 
parents can choose the place that is most appropri¬ 
ate for their child. 

Am also hoping to get someone to sponsor a pam¬ 
per session etc. for the mums plus something for the 
dads as well.

• WHAT is it with autism and ASD that really in¬ 
terest you, that spurred you to write books on 
the subject? 

I really enjoy working with both children and adults 
with ASD and was initially intrigued by the chal¬ 
lenge of communicating with people who are gen¬ 
erally thought to be non-communicative. 

During the course of my work I realised that anxi- 



• WHAT would be the one most important piece 
of advice you could give to people who interact 
with children and adults who have ASD? 

Difficult (challenging) behaviours always have a rea¬ 
son - many being linked to anxiety or to the fact that 
the child is oversensitive to touch and sound and 
has visual problems, so that many situations - like 
shopping in a crowded place - seem overwhelming. 
If you can identify the reasons for the behaviour you 
can often alleviate the difficulties, making the child's 
life (and yours) much easier. 


• WHAT do you like to do in your spare time? 

As a full time carer my time is limited but I enjoy 
walking, browsing in local antique shops - or just 
going down to the sea. 

I also enjoy joining in some of the things that go 
on in the village - and the local area - whenever pos¬ 
sible.

New plans for huge solar panel site submitted 


A NEW application has been submitted for a mas¬ 
sive solar panel site near Rampisham. 

The decision has meant that a public inquiry into 
the original preferred site, where the BBC World 
Service transmitters used to be located, has now 
been postponed. It was due to have got underway 
earlier this month. 

Opposition to the original site was led by Dorset 
Wildlife Trust and other groups, including Dorset 
Campaign to Protect Rural England (CPRE). 

Their opposition focused on unusual grasses 
found on the site - a Site of Special Scientific In¬ 
terest (SSSI) - which had created a rare environ¬ 
ments for a range of insects and other plants. 

Opponents argued that a less environmentally

damaging site, on the opposite side of the road, 
should have been selected instead. 

Now British Solar Renewables have submitted a 
planning application for that site to West Dorset 
District Council after discussions with Natural 
England. 

Their original application, for a 24MW solar 
farm had been approved in January 2015 - despite 
a public opposition campaign. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust chief executive Simon 
Cripps, said he was pleased that the company now 


appeared to be taking the protection of what he de¬ 
scribed as a ‘nationally important’ wildlife site se¬ 
riously. 

“If they are able to find a suitable solution to 
their needs that does not damage the site, then we 
will be the first to applaud their new approach,” 
he said. 

The new application is smaller than the original 
application with a block of panels capable of cre¬ 
ating 5 MW of power, which could be developed 
separately from a second block, capable of a 
12.3MW output. 

District planning officers will now go through 
the process of assessing the new site, which will 
also be open for public comments. It is thought un¬ 


likely that the new site will be considered for at 
least six months. If it fails, the public inquiry into 
the original site could be reinstated, although that 
may also lead to a lengthy delay.

they decide upon what business 
scheme they are going to apply to 
government for. 

“Further, if that then is approved 
and elections are cancelled, that is 
before the legislation gets debated 
and approved by government. 

“If all that goes ahead it would sug¬ 
gest to me that the decision has al¬ 
ready been made and the whole 
consultation is a pure farce.” 

Cllr Ros Kayes said: “I am getting 
the feeling that some people feel this 
consultation has been inadequate, it 
has been rushed, that it could actually 
be to the democratic deficit (when 
decision-making procedures lack 
democracy) if the county council 
continues for a year when the pro¬ 
posals are not actually finalised. 

“My understanding was that you 
can openly defer an election for a 
year and if the arrangements (for the 
council reorganisation) are not going 
to be finalised for two years, what are 
you deferring the election for?” 

There were also concerns about 
what would happen to town and 
parish councils if two unitary author¬ 
ities were adopted as there is little in¬ 
formation on what powers they 
would have in the consultation doc¬ 
ument. 

Cllr Ros Kayes added: “When this 
was debated at a county council 
meeting in March, one of the things 
that we all agreed, right across the 
board, was that towns and parishes 


needed to have their powers en¬ 
hanced in order for this to work prop¬ 
erly. 

“We need to get them to stipulate 
which powers would be coming to 
town councils and more importantly 
what money would be following 
those powers.” 

Cllr Sarah Williams said: “I think 
very much the development of power 
to town and parish councils and how 
town and parish councils can work 
together is very important, I feel that 
we need lots of conversations with 
Dorset Association of Parish and 
Town Councils (DAPTC) and other 
local government and find out more 
how it has effected other councils. 

“I know certainly in Cornwall since 
the unitary authority has started, less 
and less money has come down to 
town councils and Cornwall have 
lost almost all their TICs. 

“We have got to look after not only 
the people who live here but the peo¬ 
ple who visit and spend money is this 
economy to help us.” 

Cllr Dave Rickard blamed the gov¬ 
ernment for the funding cuts the 
county has suffered, causing them to 
make changes - such as this reorgan¬ 
isation - in order to save money. 

He said: “I am also concerned 
about this consultation... people are 
being asked to vote for something 
which hasn’t been fully explained. 

“It is about referendum style ma¬ 
nipulating questions trying to get a 
response that somebody else has al-

Thirty more affordable 
homes could be on the way 


BRIDPORT Cohousing could 
provide up to 30 new affordable 
homes in the town, thanks to a 
housing association grant. 

The group, which is a Commu¬ 
nity Land Trust, gained planning 
permission earlier this year for 
‘phase one’ of its plan to build 
34 new homes for a cohousing 
neighbourhood on four-and-a- 
half acres of a seven acre site on 
land west of Bridport Hospital. 

But now they have plans to 
submit a ‘phase two’ application 
to develop the remaining two 
and a half acres of land and pro¬ 
vide 17 homes for rent and up to 
13 homes for self build or self 
finish. 

Alan Heeks and Monica King, 
both of Bridport Cohousing, at¬ 
tended a Bridport Town Council 
meeting earlier this month to an¬ 
nounce their plans, which Mr 
Heeks called “unmissable” and 
explained that they needed to 
move quickly. 

He said: “We had intended to 
get that settled in and wait for a 
couple of years before consider¬ 


ing the other two and a half 
acres, however, Hastoe our 
housing association, have a very 
substantial grant which they can 
apply to the whole field if we 
can get moving quickly. 

“The benefit of moving 
quickly means a substantial in¬ 
crease in the number of afford¬ 
able homes that we can actually 
deliver. This is really quite a rare 
chance. This government is 
about to remove grants from 
housing associations - this is re¬ 
ally an unmissable opportunity 
to get a substantial grant.” 

In addition to providing up to 
30 homes, some of the funding 
will enable an extra six of the 
cohousing homes on phase one 
to be for affordable rent through 
Hastoe, instead of being for sale 
at 80- per cent of open market 
value. 

While phase one land is specif¬ 
ically for a cohousing neigh¬ 
bourhood, it is proposed that 
leases on homes on the phase 
two land will not be formal co- 
housing but will support many 


of the ‘green’ aspects of cohous¬ 
ing life, such as recycling and 
reducing car use and energy 
consumption as part of daily life. 

Car ownership would be lim¬ 
ited to one per household, unless 
verifiable off-road parking ar¬ 
rangements are in place. 

Residents on phase two who 
were interested in cohousing - a 
community of homes with a 
common home and shared space 
- will be welcome to apply to 
become active members of the 
group that manages the whole 
site, whether self-builders of 
tenants. 

Ms King said: “These homes 
might be the last affordable rent 
homes built by a housing asso¬ 
ciation with government grant 
funding and we would love to 
see them coming to Bridport. 
This is truly a once in a genera¬ 
tion opportunity.”

A NEW defibrillator has been in¬ 
stalled in the village phone box 
at West Milton after a successful 
fundraising campaigner by resi¬ 
dents in Nettlecombe. 

The defibrillator project was 
completed last year and, after a 
review of its suitability for the 
other local villages was carried 
out, it was agreed that West Mil- 
ton would be best. 

The Nettlecombe project was 
led by Tracey Brady at The Mar¬ 
quis of Lome pub and it was de¬ 
cided that the fundraising would 
continue for West Milton. 


The target was quickly reached 
and while the pub led the 
fundraising, numerous individ¬

The installation was carried out 
by Peter George Electrical at a 
material only charge and BT has 
agreed to supply power to the 
box for the next seven years. 

A training course was carried 
out by the South Western Am¬ 
bulance Service, who take re¬ 
sponsibility for service, mainten¬ 
ance and replacement of the 
unit.

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Emergency meeting to save local 
branch of parent support charity 


THE Bridport and Lyme Regis branch 
of the NCT, the parent support charity, 
has called an emergency meeting to 
urgently discuss how the branch and 
its services can be saved. 

The group is calling for people to 
come along to Bridport Children's 
Centre on Thursday, September 29th 
to discuss how the branch can avoid 
closure. 

Entirely run by volunteers, the group 
organises a wide range of activities, 
from popular pregnancy, baby and 
toddler groups to antenatal and first 
aid classes. 

It also organises large scale nearly 
new sales four times a year to raise 
funds and provide a place for parents 
to pick up good quality baby bargains. 

Following a number of volunteers 
standing down for personal reasons, 
the branch is lacking the people 
power to keep going and is heavily re¬ 
liant on a small group of helpers. 

Danielle Lanning, branch co-ordina- 
tor, said: "One of the things that our 
NCT group does brilliantly is to plug 
the gap in services in the local area for 
young families, for instance providing 
antenatal classes when NHS provision 
was cut, and organising specialist

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groups such as 'Peas in a Pod', our 
monthly session for families with 
twins and multiples. 

"We are really worried that without 
more people stepping in to help out, 
we will have to start reducing what we 
do and we may even have to wind-up 
altogether if we cannot get the volun¬ 
teers. That means support that people 
rely on will disappear." 

The branch receives no central fund¬ 
ing and is dependent on its own 
fundraising and income generation.

Accessible South West - Where to 
visit when mobility is limited...

THE South West of England has so much to offer visitors. 
There has been a steady migration of retirees down to 
Devon over the years and owners of tourist destinations 
are very aware of the limitations that reduced mobility 
brings. A great deal of investment into accessibility now 
makes a day out for locals and their visitors really enjoy¬ 
able. 

The South West offers diversity, there really is some¬ 
thing for everyone. 

Bath is England's only UNESCO World Heritage city and 
is the home of the American Museum, the only mu¬ 
seum of American decorative and folk art outside the 
United States. Situated on the edge of the city in Claver- 
ton House, the building is fully accessible via ramps and 
a lift. Manual wheelchairs are available on loan from Re¬ 
ception. Assistance dogs are welcome and disabled toi¬ 
lets are situated in the Gallery Shop and Coach House. 
Blue badge holders are able to park in front of the Main 
Building. 

Travel South to Plymouth and look out across Ply¬ 
mouth Sound as Sir Francis Drake and other famous sea 
faring characters did before setting sail. Today the Na¬ 
tional Marine Aquarium succeeds in amazing visitors as 
they embark on a journey across the world's oceans. The 
Aquarium is accessible by ramps and lifts throughout. 
There is limited disabled parking on site so it is a first 
come, first served. 

The very best of Britain's landscape and scenery are 
found in Devon's five Areas of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty. Drewsteignton on Dartmoor is where the last 
castle in England was built. Castle Drogo (NT). There is 
Mobility parking in the main car park, an Accessible toi¬ 
let at the visitor centre. Wheelchair access to the castle 
(one wheelchair available to borrow). Two rooms are 
wheelchair accessible (stairs to other floors) and there 
is a Volunteer operated buggy available from visitor

centre to the castle.

TIC's across the South

Drakes Walk in Tavistock was purpose built by a 
special needs group and won 3rd prize in the Esso Com¬ 
munity Footpath Awards 1994. Parking and toilets are 
available in Bedford car park. 

For garden lovers RHS Garden Rosemoor near Great 
Torrington is a must. Eight manual wheelchairs at the 
garden entrance are available for 'on the day' use. Two 
Powered Mobility Vehicles are available for guests with 
limited mobility, free of charge, (subject to membership 
to the Countryside Mobility South West Scheme). 
Adapted unisex WCs are situated in the Visitor Centre 
and in Rosemoor House. 

One companion is admitted free of charge per 
wheelchair user. Assistance dogs are welcome. A plan 
of the recommended route for those with limited mo¬ 
bility is being developed. 

Exeter Ship Canal is a bird spotters paradise with flat 
and easy walking. Darts Farm nearTopsham offers na¬ 
ture trails and you can hire binoculars from the farm 
shop where toilets for the disabled are situated.

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Plans to improve dementia services in Dorset 


A REVIEW to improve the quality 
of Dorset’s dementia services is 
running over the coming weeks. 


Local people are being asked 
what is good and what can be im¬ 
proved about NHS and local au¬ 


thority dementia services, includ¬ 
ing the NHS memory assessment 
service, memory support and ad¬ 


visory services and other support 
and care both within hospitals and 
the community. 

Over the past few years, NHS 
Dorset Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) has done consider¬ 
able work to improve dementia di¬ 
agnosis rates, which rose from 
being one of the lowest in the 
country in 2011 at 26 per cent to 
diagnosing 62.2 per cent of the es¬ 
timated prevalence of people liv¬ 
ing with dementia across Dorset 
by March 2016. 

Dorset is considered to be one of 
the fastest improving areas in the 
country. 

Dr Paul French, dementia lead at 
NHS Dorset CCG, said: “We have 
been working with local GPs to 
give them the tools to 
support their patients 
with dementia to live 
well and independently 
for as long as possible. 

“We also recognise the 
needs of carers and the 
necessity to take into ac¬ 
count their experiences 
and thoughts on improv¬ 
ing dementia when carry¬ 
ing out the review. 

“Now we want to work 
closely with our partners 
in the local authorities to 
improve dementia care 
across all areas.” 

“Around 13,638 people 
over 65 in Dorset have 
dementia. 

“It affects a large pro¬ 


portion of our population and we 
want to hear what your experience 
of dementia services has been. 

“Whether they are good, bad or 
ugly, your experiences are 
central to this review and to future 
proposals on how to improve 
them. 

“Local people are best placed to 
tell us what we have got right and 
what we need to do better. 

“We are encouraging everyone 
to get involved, whether you are a 
patient, a carer, a family member 
or a member of staff who works 
with people with dementia. 

“Tell your neighbours and 
friends, or take surveys to local 
groups you attend. 

“You can make a real difference 


to the future of dementia services 
in Dorset.” 

The review is open until Novem¬ 
ber 30th and the survey is avail¬ 
able at www.dorsetccg.nhs.uk/ 
dementia and at GP practices, li¬ 
braries and hospitals in the first 
week of October. 

A public workshop to hear more 
about the review and share expe¬ 
riences will also be held at Brid- 
port WI Hall, North Street, on 
Wednesday, November 9th from 
2pm to 3.30pm.

Photo Shoots on a 350ft Cliff

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PHOTOGRAPHER Jay Philbrick 
takes his subjects where most pho¬ 
tographers wouldn’t dare to go 
themselves: onto the face of a cliff, 
350 feet above the ground. 

You see, Philbrick started his ca¬ 
reer as a professional mountain 
guide before picking up a camera 
and starting a photography busi¬ 
ness. His passion for the great out¬ 
doors and for hanging off rock faces 
can be seen in his amazing portrai¬ 
ture. 

Philbrick takes his clients to Echo 
Lake State Park in New Hampshire, 
where the 700-foot Cathedral Ledge 
looms over the lake. With climbing 
gear, he carefully lowers his subjects 
onto a small outcropping on the 
face of the cliff, about 350 feet up. 

He then photographs his subjects 
in formal attire as a dramatic sun¬ 
rise glows in the background. 

The subjects may look like they’re 
teetering on the edge of certain 
death in the photos, but they’re ac¬ 
tually safely secured to the cliff with 
ropes that are hidden behind them. 
The results are incredible.

Will Kaufman brings his'live documentary'on Woodie Guthrie comes to Bridport 


WILL KAUFMAN will be bringing his captivating 
show Woody Guthrie: Hard Times & Hard Travelin' to 
Bridport Arts Centre on Saturday, October 8th. Kauf¬ 
man describes the show as a "live documentary" 
performing and elaborating on the songs of Woody 
Guthrie and their context of the American 1930s 
and the state of popular music itself. 

Woody Guthrie - the American folk singer and 
champion of the working class who famously in¬ 
spired Bob Dylan - is a fascinating subject for a 
show. The songs are great, "This Land Is Your Land" 
is even considered the US'second national anthem, 
but the stories behind them and his life are equally 
captivating. Kaufman performs the songs with great 
panache, playing the guitar, banjo and violin with 
enviable skill.

He has given 
his Woody Guthrie presentations at such major 
events as the Glastonbury Festival, the Bath In¬ 
ternational Music Festival, the Whitby Folk Festi¬ 
val, the Big Session, and the Piacenza Literature 
and Blues Festival in Italy. He has also performed 


at countless European and American universities, 
folk clubs and union halls. Will has written a number 
of books on American culture and in 2008 Will was 
awarded his first Woody Guthrie Research Fellow¬ 
ship from the Broadcast Music Industry Foundation, 
which enabled him to write the first political biog¬ 
raphy of Guthrie, Woody Guthrie, American Radical 
(Illinois, 2011). He won his second BMI-Woody 
Guthrie Fellowship in 2014 and his is currently at 
work on a second book, Woody Guthrie's Modern 
World Blues.

WHITE is the colour of choice for motorists in 
Bridport and Weymouth according to car sales 
data from local Vauxhall retailer, Lanehouse 
Vauxhall. Part of a UK-wide study into car colour, 
the findings are in line with the national picture 
where White is also the most popular choice. 

While a neutral colour palette of white, black 
and grey is favoured by most, some motorists are 
breaking the mould with occasional splashes of 
yellow and orange also on the specification list 
when purchasing their shiny new motor.

and would suggest a blue car reminds us of 
clear skies and water, while a white car may 
subconsciously remind us of weddings. Others 
believe there may be more basic biological 
preferences for certain colours that may help 
us survive and thrive in nature. 

"While car colour probably reveals more 
about our lifestyle and circumstances than it 
does about our personalities, we can make 
some interpretations about what a particular 
choice might reveal about the driver's charac¬ 
ter traits and perhaps their mood when they 
bought the car." 

Commenting on the study, Dominic Avery, 
Company Director at Lanehouse Vauxhall, said:
